After  defense-minded  New  Mex- 
ico stunned  the  Cougars,  76-67, 
in  a great  second  half  effort  Fri- 
day, Coach  Stan  Watts’  crew 
stormed  back  to  annihilate  Wy- 
oming, 101-77,  on  Saturday. 

Earlier  in  the  season  the  Y 
cagers  took  apart  Santa  Clara,  91- 
46,  the  night  after  the  Broncos 
audaciously  defeated  the  Cougars 
80-75  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

The  weekend  split  left  the 
Mountain  Cat  squad  with  its  col- 
lective back  against  the  wall  in 
the  Western  Athletic  Conference 
race. 

THIRD  PLACE 

The  Cougars  are  now  tied  with 
Wyoming  for  third  place  with  a 
3-4  mark;  tied  for  the  league  lead 
are  Utah  and  New  Mexico  at  5-2. 

BYU,  now  12-10  overall,  hosts 
Utah  Saturday  in  a 2 p.m.  region- 
ally telecast  contest. 

In  the  loss  to  the  Lobos  it  was 
simply  a case  of  the  Cougars 
finally  having  a bad  game— or 
more  accurately,  a bad  half. 

The  white-clad  Cat  hoopsters  got 
off  to  a fast  start,  and  led  through 
much  of  the  opening  stanza  on 
the  strength  of  a 55  per  cent  shoot- 
ing percentage. 

However,  the  Wolfpack  knotted

the  score  41-41  by  halftime  and 
used  a tenacious  defense  and  the 
shooting  of  6-8  sophomore  forward 
Greg  Howard  to  pull  away  after 
the  intermission. 

Howard  scored  12  straight  points 
at  the  outset  of  the  second  half  to 
put  the  game  out  of  reach  and  end 
BYU’s  home  court  winning  streak 


against  WAC  foes  at  20. 

The  Lobo  jumping-jack  was  the 
game's  high  point  man  with  25; 
Marty  Lythgoe  was  high  for  BYU 
with  22. 

The  following  night  the  Cougars 
played  a complete  game,  handing 
the  Cowboys  their  worst  defeat 
since  UCLA  bombed  them,  104-71, 
in  the  finals  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Classic  last  December. 

The  Pumas  ran  up  a 48-31  lead

Recently  while  rummaging  through 
a trash  can  in  California  Mr.  Dale  White  retrieved  a rare 
portrait  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  Shortly  thereafter, 
Buddy  Youngreen,  a member  of  the  Pasadena,  Stake  ac- 
quired the  painting  from  Mr.  White. 

Recognizing  the  potential  value  of  the  painting,  Mr. 
Youngreen  had  the  Southbys  Ltd.  of  London  appraise  the 
painting.  The  assessed  value  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  $500. 


120  YEARS  OLD 

The  Assessers  expressed  an  opinion  dating  the  picture 
about  1840.  Mr.  Youngreen  notes  that  the  diary  of  Joseph 
Smith  states  he  sat  for  his  portrait  between  1839  and  1844. 

The  Protrait  is  in  oil  and  is  24  by  30  inches.  The  front 
view  in  this  picture  is  different  from  the  side  views  common 
to  most  of  the  previous  paintings  of  the  Prophet. 

When  shown  the  picture  Church  officials  in  the  Histor- 
ians office  concured  in  saying  it  could  be  a portrait  of 
Joseph  Smith.

Beware  Of  Shady  Sales  Tactics  l 


From  time  to  time  it  becomes  necessary 
to  warn  students  of  certain  sales  programs 
and  contracts  that  have  a strong  potential 
for  misunderstanding  and  abuse.  It  is  un- 
fortunate, from  the  standpoint  of  sincere, 
reputable  businessmen,  that  some  salesmen 
resort  to  questionable  sales  approaches. 

Recently  a number  of  students  have 
complained  of  the  solicitations  of  certain 
magazine  salesmen.  The  problem  begins 
with  a telephone  call  of  the  following  for- 
mat. 

“Congratulations,  your  home  has  been 

selected  to  receive  Magazine 

and  four  others  of  your  choice  for  the  next 
60-months.  The  magazines  are  free.  . .all 
you  pay  is  a small  postage  and  handling 
charge.  Would  you  like  me  to  have  one  of 
our  representatives  stop  by  and  show  you 
a list  of  our  magazines  ?” 

An  hour  or  so  later  the  representative 
arrives  with  the  list  in  contract  form.  Norm- 
ally he  will  urge  that  the  lucky  recipient 
sign  the  contract  in  order  to  take  advantage 
of  the  offer.  The  small  postage  and  handling 
charge  of  45c  a week  is  lumped  together  for 
budget  purposes  at  $4.50  a month  for  26- 
months  but  the  total  of  $117.00  is  not  men- 
tioned. 

In  a number  of  recent  incidents,  wives 
who  wished  to  discuss  the  offer  with  their 
husbands  were  urged  to  sign  the  contract 


under  the  salesman’s  verbal  promise  to  ca 
cel  it  if  the  husband  did  not  approve  of 
A careful  reading  of  the  contract  indicat 
the  following: 

6 No  verbal  agreements  are  reco 
nized. 


0 The  contract  is  not  subject  to  ca 
cellation  or  change. 

9 In  addition  to  these  points  the  co 
tract  also  states  that  “Nothing  is  free 
our  offer.” 

Students  should  be  advised  that  me 
subscription  rates  cover  only  the  costs 
postage  and  handling.  The  offer  is  real 
that  of  normal  subscriptions  at  full  norm 
rates.  Most  publishers  offer  special  stude . , 
subscription  rates  substantially  below  the ,Si  « 
regular  rates.  Such  terms  are  usually  stab 
frankly  and  without  pressure. 

Remember,  never  sign  a contract  who 
terms  are  not  fully  stated  in  an  understan 
able  manner.  Beware  of  salesmen  who  s: 
that  they  can’t  call  back  or  who  are  unwi 
ing  to  allow  time  for  you  to  consider  a co 
tract  before  signing.  Married  women  shou 
also  be  wary  of  salesmen  who  are  unwillii 
or  hesitant  to  discuss  their  offers  with  tl 
man  of  the  house. 

As  students  we  receive  many  outstan 
ing  legitimate  offers  which  are  worthy 
consideration.  By  the  exercise  of  commt 
sense  and  caution  we  can  take  advantage 
them  without  being  taken  advantage  of.  s.

STANDARD  DRESS? 
Editor: 

I think  Mister  Willis  made  a 
good  point  in  Friday's  Universe 
—but  one  that  offered  little  sup- 
port to  his  major  complaint  of 
dress  standards  being  enforced.

KENNEDY 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— Contrary  to 
what  President  John  F.  Kennedy’s  personal 
secretary  wrote  in  a new  book,  Sen.  Robert 
F.  Kennedy  said  Sunday  his  brother  had  no 
intention  of  dumping  Lyndon  Johnson  from 
the  1964  Democratic  Ticket. 

“It  was  always  clear  that  Lyndon  John- 
son would  be  the  Vice  Presidential  candi- 
date,” the  Senator  said. 

His  statement  concerned  a book  by  Ev- 
elyn Lincoln,  the  late  president’s  personal 
secretary,  in  which  she  wrote  that  four 
days  before  his  assassination,  President 
Kennedy  told  her  that  his  running  mate  in 
1964  “will  not  be  Lyndon.” 


PLANE  HIJACKED 

MARATHON,  FLA.  (UPI)— A “Born 
bitter”  professor’s  son  fleeing  personal 
problems  apparently  hired  a private  plane 
Saturday,  then  hijacked  it  in  flight  and  or- 
dered the  pilot  at  gunpoint  to  take  him  to 
Cuba. 

Authorities  tentatively  identified  the  hi- 
jacker as  31-year-old  Thomas  Boynton  of 
Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  and  said  he  was  distres- 
sed over  the  recent  loss  of  his  job  and  a 
threatened  divorce  by  his  wife,  a Negro  Go- 
Go  Dancer. 


The  population  of  Hue  was  about  130,00 
before  the  communists  invaded  on  Jan.  31. 

“They  are  just  pre-occupied  about  where 
they  can  get  their  next  meal,  what  hap- 
pened to  their  families,  and  what  hap- 
pened to  their  homes,”  Robert  Kelly,  Senior 
U.S.  Adviser  in  Thua  Thien  Province,  said 
of  the  refugees. 

“The  government  has  just  collapsed.” 

Hue  is  the  capital  of  Thua  Thien  Prov- 
ince. 

Kelly  said  about  20,000  of  the  refugees 
were  on  the  south  side  of  the  Perfume  river, 
the  area  cleared  last  week  by  U.S.  Marines. 
About  30,000  were  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river  where  fighting  was  still  raging  Sun- 
day inside  the  walls  of  the  citadel. 


HUE  REFUGEES 

HUE,  SOUTH  VIETNAM  (UPI)— U.S. 
Officials  said  Sunday  the  battle  of  Hue  has 
created  67,000  war  refugees  and  that  50,000 
of  them  were  wandering  aimlessly  through 
the  streets  of  the  ravaged  city. 


PUEBLO 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — The  United 
States  warned  North  Korea  Sunday  against 
punishing  crewmen  of  the  captured  USS 
Pueblo  following  hints  that  they  could  be 
executed. 

In  an  unusual  Sunday  statement,  the 
State  Department  said  any  punishment  of 
the  American  seamen  would  be  considered 
a “deliberate  aggravation”  of  a serious  sit- 
uation. Department  sources  said  privately  it 
would  undobtedly  evoke  strong  reaction  by 
the  United  States. 

The  statement  apparently  was  prompted 
by  an  alleged  “apology”  made  by  the  Pueblo 
crew  and  broadcast  by  North  Korea  Friday. 
It  referred  to  the  crew’s  alleged  expectation 
of  “severe  punishment”  and  hinted  that  this 
might  include  the  death  penalty.
